“All substances are prohibited on the extremities above the hoof of any Tennessee Walking Horse or racking horse while 
being shown, exhibited, or offered for sale at any horse show, horse exhibition, or horse sale or auction, except lubricants 
such as glycerine, petrolatum, and mineral oil, or mixtures thereof....” 

Gary Lester entered, for the purpose of showing or exhibiting, the horse “Pm Major Pain” in the 74* Annual Tennessee 
Walking Horse National Celebration in Shelbyville, TN, which tested positive for Isopropyl Palmitate.
